AN ADDRESS Tu THE PEOPLE. 


BY A RESIDENT OF UTAH. 


ARTICLE 41. 

In 3 former article I said that about 
two bucdred died on the journey from 
the efiects of exposure and starvation. 
This number covered the lusses in the 
4th. oth aod 6th band-cart cowpanics, 
Tke 5th and 6th companies were cajso- 
lidated into one, and Edward Martin, 
now a painterin Great Salt Lake City, 
appointed their Captain, with Daoiel 
Tyler, then ap important returning mis- 
sionary, now a peddler of small wares 
in the city, 68 Chaplain and Assistant. 

When the company first started from 
Iowa they were allowed to take seven- 
teen pounds of luggage per bead, and 
were allowed one pound of flour cach 
per day. After arriving at Fiorence 

they were told to burn up all. their sur- 
plus clothing and goods, and were al- 
lowel thence onward but ten pound. per 
head e..cb, including in this Weight their 
cooking utensils, bedding and. in fact, 
everything except their provisions. 

The pretense was made that the oxen 
were already weakened and the peo- 
ple would have to draw their provisions 
as well as their other effects. Parties 
were instructed to weigh the allowance 
of clothing, and see that the rest was 
all left behind.
